Or of Silk and Worſtead mixed together, Flower'd or Plain. 
Or Hair Camblets lined with Woollen. i” | 
Or Worſtead Camblets lined with Silk or Woollen. 

Alſo any other Hair Stuff mixed with Silk. 


And under any of theſe upper Garments,they may wear what Silks or other 
Garments a5 they pleaſe, during ihe aſoreſatd Six Months. 


And fer the other Six Months, all Perſons to wear Silk, or any other Manu- 
ſacture, as they ſhall think fir. 5 


And Further, For the better ent of the Silk Manufacture of 
England, there is Care taken there ſhall be no Silks, of the Weaving Manu- 
faory ready wrought, or Stuffs ready wrought, brought into the Kingdom of 
England. . | 


Nor no Silk ſhall be worn, or Stuffs, that is net made or wrought in this 
Kingdom.
